'Moral obligation' cements Reid site 

Province's bungling rapped 


After months of trying to 
persuade the provincial 
government to help purchase 
the Reid Centre property, 
Victoria city council finally 
resigned itself this week to the 
fact that the controversial 
twin-tower development will 
be built. 

But, in approving the sale of 
the Wharf Street property and 
the land-use contract to 
Commonwealth Holiday Inns 
of Canada Ltd., council 
delivered a scathing in¬ 
dictment of the government’s 
bungling and indecision. 

Those factors, the city 
claimed, had effectively killed 
the last real opportunity of 


bringing the site under public 
ownership. 

Mayor Peter Pollen and 
other members of council said 
Victoria had waited long 
enough for the government to 
make any commitment in that 
direction, and the city now 
had a “moral obligation" to 
developer J. A. Peid to help 
him dispose of the develop¬ 
ment package so that it can be 
built by the Holiday Inns 
group. 

Formal approval of the 
transfer, subject to certain 
conditions, came at a special 
meeting of city council 
Thursday. No details have 
been made public of the 


amount Reid is receiving for 
his property, which he had 
earlier agreed to sell to the 
city and provincial govern¬ 
ment for $1.7 million. 

In turn. Pollen, Aid. Sam 
Bawlf and Aid. Mike Young 
castigated the government’s 
inaction with regard to the 
city’s proposal that the pur¬ 
chase be shared on a 50-50 
basis. 

All said that an eleventh- 
hour offer by Public Works 
Minister Bill Hartley, in- 


Firefighters walkout 
may close airports 


Firefighters were 
threatening Thursday night to 
walk off the job Friday 
morning at all major B.C. 
airports, raising the 
possibility of the grounding of 
most scheduled airline flights. 

Angered at a breakdown in 
wage negotiations, the 
firefighters were swearing to 
continue “study sessions” 
until their demands were met 
be the Treasury Board. 

Late Thursday evening, an 
emergency session between 
Ottawa officials and members 
of the Union of Canadian 
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Transport Employees in 
Vancouver was scheduled in a 
last-ditch attempt to avert the 
shutdown. 

Ministry of transport 
spokesman in Vancouver, Des 
Allard, announced all airlines 
had been notified and the 
Vancouver International 
airport would be closed to all 
aircraft, except small 
pleasure planes, if the 36 
firemen at the airport walked 
out. 

The 17 firefighters at Vic¬ 
toria International Airport 
were also scheduled to walk 
out. Formerly on the payroll 
of the department of national 
defence, the men were 
transferred to the ministry of 
transport at the beginning of 
this month. 

A spokesman said they 
would fall in line with the 
government, which is being 
spearheaded by the 
Firefighters Action Com¬ 
mittee in Vancouver. 

"We will continue the study 
sessions until something 
breaks." he said. “We are 
$3,000 behind what city 
firefighters get here and the 
fellows in Vancouver are 


about $4,000 behind Van¬ 
couver firemen." 

As the province’s airports 
geared themselves for the 
emergency. Pacific Western 
Airlines said it would continue 
flying in and out of Victoria, 
using ground crews and 
facilities of Air Canada. 

Air Canada, however, 
determined to cancel all 
flights once the study sessions 
began. 


dicating the government’s 
willingness to buy the Reid 
property alone or in part¬ 
nership with the city, had 
come too late in the day. 

After a taped radio in¬ 
terview with Hartley had been 
played to council. Pollen said 
the minister's comments 
alleging a "rip-off" attempt 
by the developer were the 
“ramblings of an exhausted 
and juvenile mind.” The price 
negotiated by the city and 
agreed to by Reid was a fair 
one, he added. 

Pollen told council he had 
tried, “almost to the point of 
exhaustion,” to interest the 
provincial government in the 
acquisition proposal. On 
March 14 he discussed the 
matter over coffee with 
Premier Barrett, who was 
enthusiastic enough to extend 
the talk into a lunchtime one 

The premier had turned 
over the matter to three 
cabinet ministers — Hartley, 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer and 
Resources. Minister Bob 
Williams. 

Pollen said he met with this 
cabinet group March 27, and 
Lorimer was the wily one to 
evince any degree of support. 

“The others indicated in¬ 


terest but a profound paranoia 
that someone was going to 
make money out of 
something. They seem ob¬ 
sessed with this notion,” 
Pollen said. 

In one part of the taped 
radio interview. Hartley said: 
“If they (city council) are 
going to hold a gun to our 
heads to help Reid get a figure 
that is unreasonable ... if 
that development goes ahead 
. . . it's on their heads. They 
issued the development 
permit." 

The minister said the Reid 
development would “cast a 
cloud" over the entire Bastion 
Square area 

Bawlf objected to such 
remarks as being 
“derogatory” towards 
council. 

“For the honorable minister 
to say this matter is on 
council's head, as much as to 
imply that the present council 
is responsible for all that has 
gone before, is tantamount to 
someone accusing them (the 
NDP government) of being 
responsible for the Columbia 
River treaty,” he said. 

Bawlf added that for 
Hartley to come out with his 
“altogether too late” offer in 


such an indirect manner was 
“almost insulting." 

Young said it was ironical 
the government should have 
expressed such doubts about 
the Reid price, when in other 
deals it had paid roughly 
double the price paid by the 
city for similar parcels of 
downtown property. 

Tracing the recent history 
of the city’s attempts to in¬ 
terest the provincial govern¬ 
ment in the Inner Harbor or 
anything else,” Young said. 
“Disclosure seems to come in 
the form of off-the-cuff 
statements rather than direct 
action and initiative. 

"Some members of the 
cabinet seem to be laboring 
under the belief that they are 
operating with vitality and 
vision, but they are actually 
operating with vindictiveness 
and vendetta against those 
who disagree with their ob¬ 
jectives. 

"If the former provincial 
government was par¬ 
simonious, and I think it was, 
there is every indication the 
present government is not 
only parsimonious but stupid, 
too.” 

The special council meeting 
ended after 45 minutes with a 
unanimous vote of approval 
for the sale to Holiday Inns. 

Among the handful of people 
watching the proceedings 
from the public seating was 
Esquimalt NDP MLA Jim 


Gorst, one of the most 
vociferous opponents of the 
Reid Centre and a strong 
advocate of acquiring the site 
for public use. 

He later told reporters he 
considered council 
"irresponsible” in pushing 
ahead with the approval, and 
said undue emphasis had been 
placed on remarks made by a 
minister who was under the 
pressure and duress of an 
exhausting legislative session. 

As Gorst was chatting to 
reporters, Bawlf joined the 
discussion and almost im¬ 
mediately he and Gorst 
became embroiled in a heated 
argument. 

Bawlf said the NDP 
government had “doddered” 
on the Reid issue for four 
months, and “didn’t have the 
guts to say yes or no." The $1.7 
million price suggested for the 
deal represented fair market 
value, and was less than a 
"prudent entrepreneur” had 
recently paid for property 
adjacent to the Reid site, 
Bawlf claimed. 

Gorst countered by saying 
the Reid property was 
assessed on the city’s 1974 
rolls at $292,000 which, sup¬ 
posedly representing 50 per 
cent of market value, would 
put the true worth of the 
property at no more than 
$600,000. 


staff and increased costs due 
to greater anticipated 
enrolment.” 

Her announcement came 
only one week after UVic 
faculty association held an 
emergency meeting and 
decided eight-per-cent salary 
increases offered by UVic 
were not enough.

Farquhar said “our 
financial men will be working 
on salary arrangements this 
week and there will be some 
adjustements.

Of the provincial govern¬ 
ment’s original $110 million 
grant, UBC received 
$62,720,000, SFU $21,340,000, 
UVic $15,940,000 and the rest 
was still to be worked out. 

Referring to the initial 
grant, Dailly said, “original 
estimates for university ex¬ 
penditure were calculated to 
cover the co6t of the programs 
offered by these institutions. 

.. the rapid escalation of costs 
on practically all levels would 
have tended to force 
universities to curtail some of 
their activities. 

"Rather than face this 
cutback in services, we have, 
in consultation with univer¬ 
sities, decided to cover these 
anticipated costs through use 
of extra operating grants."

Passenger 'pilot' in air drama 


three B.C. wildlile biologists haven't 
stopped counting their blessings since they 
returned from counting caribou .Monday. 

The trio — Ralph Ritcey. Dave Low and 
Sandy MacDonald — were flying over the 
Blue River area of central British 
Columbia in a twin-engine aircraft looking 
for caribou herds. 

Suddenly commercial pilot Bruce 
Allcorn of Central B.C. Air Service, lost 
consciousness and slumped over the 
controls, one foot jamming a pedal, sen¬ 
ding the aircraft into a dive. 


Lloyd Brooks, deputy minister of con¬ 
servation and recreation, who received an 
account of the air drama, said the three 
men knew nothing about flying. 

“If they had not been bright men, they 
wouldn't be alive today,” he said. 

lie said the three men grabbed the 
unconscious pilot and removed him from 
the controls. The plane righted itself once 
the pilot's foot came off the pedal. 

The plane is operated by dual controls. 
l«ow and MacDonald took over and 
managed to turn the aircraft around and 


fly about 120 miles back to Kamloops. 

The men did not know how to operate the 
radio but after fiddling around with the 
knobs managed to contact the airport as 
they approached the airfield. 

The trio received landing instructions, 
but things went wrong. The aircraft 
descended at too steep an angle and hit the 
runway so hard that it bounced and shot up 
almost vertically. 

Brooks said Uw had the presence of 
mind to gun the aircraft to keep it from 
stalling and crashing. 


The plane was once again in full flight 
with ground crews below standing by with 
emergency equipment. 

Meanwhile, the shock of the impact and 
the noise of the engine apparently revived 
the pilot, lie took over the controls and 
brought the plane down to a safe landing. 

The pilot lost consciousness again once 
the plane was landed. 

Brooks said he received word that 
doctors believe a virus caused the pilot to 
black out.

The evenings I like best at our place are when we build up 
the fire, turn off the lights and lie around on the floor listening to 
the records. 

It’s about a year ago that 1 signed up with one of the record 
clubs. It was the best investment 1 ever made. 

Among other things it’s shown me how much you can un¬ 
derestimate the capacity of the young for absorbing something 
that we so lightly assume is beyond them. 

Perhaps it’s because I hadn’t the slightest interest or ap¬ 
petite for classical music as a boy. 

My father took some pains to expose me to literature, but he 
wasn't much on music except that of Eddie Peabody and the 
banjo isn’t the ideal instrument to foster musical appreciation 

In any event, when I set about building a modest library oi 
the kind of music I’d missed in my youth. I’d no idea it would 
become a family affair. 

It began only as a novelty 

The records arrived regularly once a month — sometime* 
two or three of them together because of the bonus idea. 


Having a nice sense of fair play, my kids consented, with no 
more than a few screams of protest, to a temporary darkening 
of the television screen. 

The darkness and the prone position on the rug, I suppose, 
appealed to them as a lark and as a way of staying up a little 
later than usual. 


Appreciation of good music 

can become a family affair 


Then the music began to speak to them. Our “concerts” 
became a regular thing, by request. 

I still don't know beans about classical music. 

My favorite record is the Cesar Franck Symphony in D 
Minor. I saw it described the other day by a famous critic as 
"banal". 

The record club chooses for me and I'm uncritical of it. I 
..ccept Berlioz or Bizet, Brahms or Beethoven, with just as 
much innocence as my kids accepted them. 

I don't mention this as a defence for a lack of discernment, 
but because it occurs to me that the emphasis on musical 
"understanding” may be a kind of glass wall that, for many 


people, young and old, stands in the way of enjoying so-called 
serious music. 

There's an accepted idea that it may be appreciated only by 
those with a sophisticated taste which, in turn, makes it seem 
formidable to the untutored. 

A few musicians — Arthur Feidler and Leonard Bernstein, 
for example — have tried to break down this barrier, both by 
popularizing classical works and by explaining them. But it 
remains. 

And so you find that the young, whose minds would be 
most receptive to any new cerebral experience, are often 
prejudiced against anything but the simplest forms of music. 

The truth, it seems to me. is that music needs to be "un¬ 
derstood” for enjoyment no more than the sound of bird calls or 
the wind in the trees. It is a mystic language which may be 
interpreted individually. 

I read recently of an experimental program by Hephzibah 
Hauser, the sister of Yehudi Menuhin, who used music as a form 
of therapy in an Australian mental institution. She found that 


even those patients who had lost all contact with reality | 
responded to music as a form of communication, more 
meaningful in its beauty and in the expression of feelings than 
words. 

I haven’t tried to pre’je too deeply into the response that’s so' 
delighted me in my kids. 

It is a simple reaction to pleasing sounds, I know. Yet it goes 
deeper than that. The music forms images in their young minds j 
that often carries them away into private fancies. 


One night, during a passage in Beethoven’s Seventh Sym¬ 
phony, one of the girls — a small voice in the darkness — ob¬ 
served. “It’s like drifting down a river." Which, indeed, it was. 


Unlike popular music it causes a creative participation. If 
it’s a response foreign to what the composer had in mind, who 
cares? It is a sound that inspires them-to the free-flowing 
thoughts that would otherwise remain insensitive. With that as a 
beginning the deeper meaning and comprehension will follow 
naturally.

Most parking lots 
have a sign posted, outlining 
the company patrolling the 
lot, so tracing down a towed- 
away car at night begins 
there. 

It’s a different matter if the 
car is towed away from a 
street or provincial govern¬ 
ment parking lot. 

A city police traffic 
department official explained 
that towing companies work 
on a rotation system so the 
first step is to phone the police 
department to find out which 
lot has the car. 

To strangers, finding that 
lot, once given the address, 
can still be a long, frustrating 
affair.

The NDP member said he 
had "no sympathy with 
developers whatsoever and I 
hope we can do something 
about it." 

He received loud applause 
when he stated: “If the area is 
zoned duplex and the people 
want to see it left that way, I 
don’t see why they can’t have 
it. I don’t feel that I owe 
Concord or Shell (parent 
company) anything.” 

Mann, who claimed "we are 
being beaten to death by 
developers and their apart¬ 
ments,” suggested council 
approach the provincial 


government to assess 
available financial assistance 
for buying waterfront 
properties and he also wanted 
a public hearing before any 
area was declared a 
development area. 

Long-time spokesman for 
area residents Pat Dunlop, 
who claimed to have attended 
"every public hearing for the 
last three years," asked 
Prentice “why council con¬ 
tinues to up-zone to multiple 
dwellings when there is 
already multiple development 
land available." 

"Am I to understand,” said 
Mrs. Dunlop, "that council is 
allowing this (Selkirk) 
development to get waterfront 
property, when yoa’ve never 
investigated the alternatives? 
I’d say chuck it." 

Although all who attended 
wanted Prentice to declare 
the proposed development 
defeated by public hearing 
Wednesday, the alderman 
cautioned the public would be 
allowed to voice their opinions 
at a formal public hearing on 
the Selkirk land use contract 
in about six weeks. In the 
meantime the proposals will 
take the normal route through 
municipal staff, to committee, 
then council and then to the 
public hearing. 

He promised also to 
schedule another public 
awareness meeting in a 
month's time and requested 
that another area of the 
municipality be discussed. 

Also in the meantime a 
community association will be 
organized by Mann. 


Gorst attacks 
'biggest rip-off 


Esquimalt MLA Jim Gorst 
said this week he will request 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Jim Lormier to consider 
repealing the Strata-Titles 
Act. 

The NDP member, at¬ 
tending an Esquimalt public 
meeting on zoning Wed¬ 
nesday, referred to the strata- 
title arrangement as “one of 
the biggest rip-offs that has 
ever been.” 

He was responsing to an 
Esquimalt ratepayer who 
asked where newcomers to 


the municipality were ex¬ 
pected to find suitable housing 
accommodation if they 
couldn't afford a house. 

Gorst said strata-title and 
the ensuing increase in the 
number of condominiums had 
taken a large number of 
former rental suites off the 
market in favor of owned 
apartment units, leaving a 
shortage. 

“But in the meantime we’re 
just going to have to wait until 
the housing minister starts 
providing more housing for 
the people,” he said. 


Woods lose magic 


Wooded Wonderland's 
Humpty Dumpty has left his 
wall voluntarily and the rest 
of the business has taken a 
bad fall. 

The enchanted forest, next 
to Beaver Lake Park on the 
IPat Bay Highway, officially 
[closed last September after 11 
years o f operation. Owner Alf 
Pettersen said this week he 
doesn’t intend to reopen next 
season. 

The decision was made 
after the provincial highways 
department refused to allow 


Pettersen to erect directional 
signs on the highway. Won¬ 
derland is on the old Pat Bay 
Highway, which runs parallel 
to the new one. 

When the new highway was 
built, said Pettersen, there 
was a sharp drop in business. 

A walk through the five-acre 
fairyland today is distressing. 
Vandals have broken fences, 
smashed cottages, scattered 
chairs and tourist brochures 
along the pathways, and 
uprooted small trees. 

The figurines, which were 


leased from a Tacoma 
company, are in storage. 

But Pettersen believes 
there’s hope for Humpty’s 
resurrection. 

"I think a service club could 
take over the project," Pet¬ 
tersen said, adding he no 
longer has the time or en¬ 
thusiasm to ‘‘repromote’’ 
Wonderland. 

Saanich Kiwanis Club has 
expressed an interest in 
taking over the business, he 
said, and Pettersen estimates 


it would cost $2,500 to repair 
the damage. 

"There is an attraction for it 
in the community,” said 
Saanich Kiwanis President 
Ken Moore, “but our work is 
done by volunteers." 

Operating a business like 
the Wooded Wonderland is not 
the type of project normally 
undertaken by a service club, 
said Moore, adding there 
could be problems finding the 
money to do it. 

“We’re trying to decide,” he 
said, "I really don’t know." 


Some 150 Esquimalt 
residents joined this week in a 
stand against high-density 
developments in the 
municipality, claiming 
council has let big developers 
in the back door without in¬ 
forming taxpayers. 

Public hearing* should be 
held before any area is 
designated a development 
area, they said, and they 
asked Esquimalt MLA Jim 
Gorst to have the Municipal 
Act suitably amended. 

At the largest and loudest 
public gathering on record at 
Esquimalt Municipal Hall 
Wednesday, residents spilled 
into the corridors waiting to 
have their voices heard. 

“Developers come in and 
swindle council and if council 
allows big development, 
especially on the waterways, 
you’re going against the 
wishes of the people,” one 
person charged. 

Heated outbursts, coupled 
with loud claims that council 
1 should leave the municipality 
“the way it is," interrupted 
Aid. Terry Prentice who had 
called the meeting to clear up 
misconceptions about zoning. 

One elderly man even took 
issue with the way Prentice 
had drawn a waterfront 
property map. The home- 
owner jumped up to the black¬ 


board and made the necessary 
alterations, muttering that 
developments had to be 
halted. 

Of top priority and the 
subject of protest literature 
circulated by Larry Mann, 
1019 Arcadia, were two high- 
density development projects 
planned for Selkirk by Con¬ 
cord Credits Ltd. and Fair- 
burn Holdings Ltd. 

"What the heck is the good 
of council if you can’t say no to 
the development?" asked one 
neighboring resident when 
Prentice explained the Selkirk 
properties — now zoned 
duplex — were placed under a 
development area so the 
municipality could require 25 
feet waterfront for public 
access. 

"We want to get all the 
apartment blocks out of 
there,” Mann shouted. 
"Council is just wishy- 
washing around." 

He referred to a section of 
the Municipal Act defining the 
purpose of a land development 
area: "For the betterment of 
the environment, to provide 
community goals, promote 
health, safety and con¬ 
venience and prevention of the 
overcrowding of land.

A special section of Victoria 
provincial court may have to 
be set up ir c eptember for a 
two-week trial of three In¬ 
come Tax Act charges against 
Flying Fireman Ltd. of North 
Saanich and two of its officers. 

The charges were read this 
week before Judge William 
Ostler, who was informed by 
prosecutor Harold Tumham 
that the Crown has about 30 
witnesses and two weeks may 
be needed to complete 
evidence and argument. 

Pleas of not guilty were 
entered to the charges and 
Ostler set the trial for Sept. 9 
to 20 inclusive fn the court 
section of Judge F. S. Green. 
But he said a special court 


section might be needed 
"depending on the 
availability” of space and 
personnel. 

The three charges dealt 
with undeclared income 
rather than tax owing. 

First to be read was a 
charge that, between April 1, 
1969, and June 30, 1973, Flying 
Fireman Ltd. and officers 
Richard and Stella Mae Rude 
evaded payment of taxes of 
$107,575 income earned by the 
firm. 

Second was a three-count 
charge against Richard Rude. 
The first count charged that, 
between Jan. 1,1969, and April 
30,1972, he evaded payment of

taxes by failing to file returns 
on income of $168,468 in 1969,

$40,470 in 1969, 1970 and 1971.

"I think the editors and 
publishers don't want to 
produce a labor paper and I 
can see the point thei^,” said 
Groves. 

"At the same time there are 
some principles involved here 
and some of the people in 
direct opposition to not only 
the labor council, but also to 
the position of the five unions, 
are advertising in The Ex¬ 
press and receiving coverage. 

“Certainly they pay for

NEW YORK - The bigger, 
the better. 

That has been General 
Meters Corporation's policy 
since the firm's birth and has 
led to the production of 
Cadillacs 19 feet long, 
weighing almost three tons — 
and using a gallon of gasoline 
for every nine miles travelled. 

And that, with the advent of 
the energy crisis, has been the 
cause of GM toppling off its 
pedestal as North America's 
most profitable business. 

Car sales in the U.S. this 
year are down 35.7 per cent. 
First-quarter GM earnings 
are predicted anywhere from 
50 cents to $1.85 a share, a 
massive drop from $2.84 a 
share in the first quarter last 
year. 


Fifteen of GM’s 22 auto 
assembly plants have been 
closed, 65,000 employees 
have been laid off and 57,000 
are on temporary furlough. 

The lifting of the Middle 
East oil embargo has been 
eagerly awaited by GM’s 
executives as a means to 
ending the ‘‘uncertainty and 
confusion" they see among 
car buyers. 

Richard Gerstenberg. chief 
executive officer of General 
Motors, predicts that the 
increased availability of 
gasoline will increase 
customer demand for new 
vehicles. 

But he avoids answering 


questions as to whether the 
auto industry has been dealt 
an irreversible setback by the 
energy crisis, as many ob¬ 
servers believe. 

GM produces more big 
cars with thirsty engines than 
any of its competitors, and 
very few compacts like its 
Vega. 

Alfred Sloan, who built the 
company up to its number one 
position, preached the gospel 
that bigger is better. And 
successive managers have 
followed that same line. 

While Henry Ford produced 
a car cheaply enough for 
everyone to ride on wheels, 
Sloan converted the public to 
higher aspirations of af¬ 
fluence and mobility through 


his merchandising strategy cl 
color, product improvement 
and annual model changes. 

The profit sag new hitting 
the company would be enough 
to cause heartburn in any 
executive lunchroom, but at 
GM. where incentive 
programs and production 
bonuses placed the top 
executives at the very peak of 
the pay scale — Gerstenberg 
was paid $875,000 in 1972 - the 
present slump may prove 
critical for the company. 

One of the reasons the blow 
will hit so hard is that most 
GM executives have 
dedicated their lives to the one 
company, graduating from 
the General Motors Institute, 
the company's in-house 
engineering college, and 


giving their whole career to them to stand back and

CFM, a subsidiary of 
Shell International, was a 
member of the technical 
committee formed to advise 
the government on a possible 
oil shortage last winter. The 
government paid an average 
of 79 cents a gallon for the oil 
which was delivered last 
November and December. 
Prices then dipped sharply, 
the oil wasn’t used and no firm 
would buy it back for more 
than 15 cents a gallon.

—The Senate gave approval

Nixon 


WASHINGTON - President 
Richard Nixon has agreed to 
pay $465,000 in back income 
taxes plus interest owing on 
his returns for the years 1969 
through 1972. 

The tax bill for Nixon’s 
White House years was toted 
up by the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service, whose of¬ 
ficials said there was no 
suggestion of fraud, either 
criminal or civil, in the new 
assessment. 

An independent tax study by 


a joint congressional com¬ 
mittee set Nixon's tax debt at 
$476,431 plus interest. 

One of the main reasons for 
the discrepancy between what 
Nixon already paid and what 
he owes is the disallowance of 
a $482,018 deduction he had 
taken for donating his vice- 
presidential papers to the 
government. 

The IRS also ruled that 
Nixon owed capital gains 
taxes on sale of land in San 
Clemente. Calif., on the sale of 
his New York apartment, and 


on a Florida land transaction. 

Both tax investigations also 
agreed that Nixon should pay 
taxes on $27,000 worth of air 
travel by members of his 
family on military planes. 

The tax controversy, ac¬ 
tually an offshoot of the 
Watergate scandal, developed 
after it was disclosed that 


Nixon had paid taxes totalling 
less than $6,000 for 1970, 1971 
and 1972.

Governor, Ed Reinecke, was 
accused of lying to a U.S. 
Senate subcommittee during 
the hearings on the 
nomination of former at¬ 
torney-general Richard 
Kleindienst. 

Reinecke. a leading con¬ 


tender for this year’s 
Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, has denied the 
allegations and has said he 
intends to remain in the race. 

In New York, the govern¬ 
ment rested its case against 
Mitchell and Stans, who are 
charged with attempting to 
impede a Securities and 
Exchange Commission in¬ 
vestigation of Robert Vesco in 
return for a secret $200,000 
cash contribution to President 
Richard ^Mixon's election 
campaign. 


Stans and Mitchell filed 
motions for dismissal and 
mistrial and were expected to 
begin their defence presen¬ 
tation if their motions are 
dismissed. 

In Washington, the former 
appointments secretary to 
Nixon, Dwight Chapin, denied 
once more that he lied to a 
grand jury. He is charged with 
perjury in trying to keep from 
the grand jury the fact that H. 
R. Haldeman had approved 
the activities of Donald 
Segretti.

IN BASEBALL OPENER 


Hank Aaron 


Henry Aaron tied Babe Ruth’s long¬ 
standing home-run record Thursday to 
highlight opening-day play in major-league 
baseball 

The Atlanta Braves’ star blasted a 3-1 
pitch off Jack Billingham in the first inning of 
the game between the Braves and Cincinnati 
Reds at Riverfront Stadium over a retaining 
wall in left field, 375 feet from home plate. 
That gave Aaron 714. 

The 40-year-old slugger rounded the bases 
to the ovation of the more than 50,000 Cin¬ 
cinnati fans who attended the National 
League opener. 

The game was stopped and dignitaries, 
including vice-president Gerald Ford, came 
onto the field to congratulate Aaron, who 
started in the Braves’ organization in 1954 in 
Milwaukee. 

A security guard retrieved the baseball 
from the left-field area and gave the ball to 
second-base umpire John McSherry, who 
handed it to Aaron. 

Aaron’s appearance ended a broiling 
controversy which began even before the 
season got under wqy. Aaron said he wanted 
to hit his 714th and 715th homers before his 
home fans in Atlanta. There was speculation 
that Aaron would not play in the Braves’ 
opening series in Cincinnati. 

The verbal battle reached a peak several 
weeks ago when commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
said he expected Aaron to be in the lineup for 
the three-game series in Cincinnati. 

Aaron’s historic home run was his fifth 
career shot off Billingham and came with two 
runners on. 

The Braves built up a 6-1 lead but the Reds 
stormed back for a 6-7, 11-inning decision. 


Baseball gets into act 


WASHINGTON — Wraps have been pulled 
off plans of the World Baseball Association, 
which plans to challenge the established 
American and National leagues by going 
after their stars. 

The WBA was unveiled at a press con¬ 
ference as a 32-team, four-division, in¬ 
tercontinental league that will begin play 
next January with divisions in North 
America, mid-America, South America and 
Asia. 

Organizers said that in the last six months 
they had talked with representatives in 42 
cities, have had serious negotiations with 
backers in most of them and have already 


granted six franchises at 1150,000 each. 

Cities granted franchises are Columbus, 
Jersey City, Birmingham. Memphis, Tampa- 
St. Petersburg and Mexico City. 

Sean Morton Downey, president of the new 
league, said a player draft was planned for 
June. 

"All current major-league players playing 
out their options would be given primary 
consideration,” said Downey. "Other major- 
leaguers would be drafted for future con¬ 
tracts." 

The league is believed to be negotiating 
with 70 players who are playing out their 
options this year. 


Pat plugs course 
in power skating 


First impressions can be 
deceiving but, from the 
performance of the players at 
a special spring training camp 
this week, it looks like most of 
them are still several seasons 
away from the Victoria 
Cougars of the Western 
Canada Hockey League. 

Cougar coach and general 
manager Pat Ginnell invited 
about 50 players from B.C. to 
the week-long camp which 
concluded Friday night with 
an inter-squad game at Juan 
de Fuca Arena. 

Ginnell trimmed the squad 
to about 30 on Wednesday, and 
most of the remaining players 
were in the 15-16 age category. 

"What I’m looking for is 
players that can help us in 
Nanaimo next season," 
Ginnell said. "Most of these 
players are two years away 
from the Western Canada 
League." 

Cougars have had an af¬ 
filiation agreement with 
Nanaimo Clippers of the Tier 
Two B.C. Junior Hockey 
League for the last two 
seasons. But the Clippers 
don't have a coach at the 
present time and Ginnell will 
be wording closely with 
Clipper-g.m. Giff McNabb to 
get the best man possible 

"I’m looking for a coach 
that will teach the young 
players how to play hockey 
Western Canada League 
style," Ginnell added, "so I 
can call up a player and he'll 
fit in right away with the 
Cougars " 

Two of the players at the 
development camp, de¬ 
fenceman Wade Smith of 
Nanaimo and goalkeeper 
Danny Rogers of Victoria, 
both played for the Clippers 
last season and both are likely 
to be asked to the Cougar 
training camp in September. 

Smith, a rugged 16-year-old, 
impressed Ginnell with his 
stickhandling ability while 
Rogers, who has seen duty 
with the Cougars during the 
last two seasons, was clearly 


the best of four goalkeepers in 
camp. Rogers is also 16. 

The five-day camp was the 
first opportunity Ginnell has 
had to look closely at B.C. 
players on the Cougar 
protected list and he liked 
what he saw. 

"There’s a lot of good talent 
here that will help us in the 
next few seasons," he said, 
"but the B.C. boys are still 
behind prairie players when it 
comes to skating." 

Ginnell, who held similar 
camps while he was coach and 
general manager of Flin Flon 
Bombers, is recommending 
power skating lessons and off¬ 
season conditioning programs 
to correct this weakness.

Travel is reward bonus 
for basketball toil 


Marg Mainwaring would 
play basketball just for the 
love of the game 

And she does, but now that 
Marg has become one of the 
top female basketball players 
in the country and made the 
Canadian national women's 
team she may get to travel all 
over the world, 

The 19-year-old, first-year 
UVic student has just 
returned from a three week- 
three tournament tour of 
Brazil with the Nationals. 

Marg was happy to be back 
in Victoria after 90-degree 
temperatures in Brazil and a 
17-hour flight home, but she 
was even happier when she 
found out that she had been 
named Victoria’s female 
athlete-of-the-year for 1973. 

Marg was named the winner 
at the Victoria Sports 
Celebrity Dinner on March 11, 
but didn't know anything 
about it until she reached 
Victoria Tuesday 

Being named Victoria’s top 
female athlete was a tine 
addition to Marg's growing 
list of honors. Not only is she 
one of the youngest players — 
and the only Victo^an — on 
the national team, but she also 
plays with the Victoria Saints 
and helped them win the 
Canadian junior women's 
championship last year. 

Marg’s biggest days are 
probably ahead, and her 
prime goal is to make the 
national team for the '76 
Olympics. 

The five-foot-nine blonde 
forward has been working in 
the right direction since 
qualifying for the 1974 team 
last June and is reaping some 
of the benefits that go along 
with the work. 

The Brazilian tour was the 
third opportunity Marg has 
had to travel outside the 
country with the Nationals. 
Last July they toured Europe, 
stopping off in Germany, 
Hungary, Poland. Romania. 
Bulgaria. In December she 
went with the Nationals to 
Omaha, Nebraska, for the 
John F. Kennedy Tour¬ 
nament. 

In the recent Brazilian tour, 
Marg played in four full 
games and parts of all the 
others and feels the ex¬ 
perience she received under 
the guidance of coach Jack 
Donahue will help her im¬ 
measurably. 

Donahue, who coaches the 
men’s national team, will not 
likely be coaching the 
women’s team on any future 
tours. 

The Nationals only had five 
days practise before playing 
their first game in Brazil but 
managed a fourth-place finish 
in the tournament at Sao 
Paulo, a second-place finish at 
Brazilia and another second- 
place finish at Recife. 

Included in the three 
tournaments were National 
teams from Colombia, 
Hungary, Nationalist China 
and two from Brazil. 

Sao Paulo, Brazil, is a long 
way from Willows elementary 
school in Oak Bay, but it was 
at Willows that Marg started 
the long trip to the national 
team. 

Marg played on school 
teams at Willows, Oak Bay 
Junior and Oak Bay Senior 
high schools and on First 
United Church teams from 
pre-midget through to senior 
women’s leagues. 

In her graduate year at Oak 
Bay High School she was 
named the most valuable 
player in the Island tour¬ 
nament and was selected to 
the all-star team in the B.C. 
championships while leading 
her team to a pair of third- 
place finishes. 

At First United. Marg was 
coached by well-known 
basketball figure Moe Turner 
and played on a number of 
championship teams. 


Miss Mainwaring is con¬ 
templating moving from the 
First United Saints to UVic 
Vikettes this year because she 
feels the Vikettes' longer 
schedule and extra training 
will help preparations for the 
Nationals and the Olympics. 

The Olympics are her prime 
goal. They're certainly not out 
of reach, but it may mean a lot 
of hard work, especially over 
the next two months. 


Marg, who is taking a phys- 
ed major in preparation for a 
teaching career, will be in the 
midst of term papers and final 
exams for the next two weeks 
and the national team will 
hold a final tryout in July and 
most of the players qualifying 
will go on to the Olympics. 

Only 14 girls will make the 
team, but there will be more 
travelling for the qualifiers. 


The Nationals are scheduled 
to play a cross-Canada tour 
and then visit Czechoslovakia, 
Italy. Hungary and China. 

Marg has shown that she is 
willing to put forth the effort 
and with the talent she has 
displayed, it appears probable 
that this modest Victoria girl 
could not only repeat as top 
female athlete of the year, 
but will represent Canada in 
the Olympics in Montreal.

VANCOUVER — First of the big cash bonspiels in B.C., 
Vancouver's Evergreen Tournament of Champions, has become 
a $14,000 event, making it certain that it will remain as the most 
prestigious curling event in the province. 

Announcement that the prize money in the annual event had 
been more than doubled — from $5,600, was made jointly by 
Barry Naimark, well-known curling veteran who will carry on 
as tournament chairman, and J A. Gretzinger, president of 
Alltrans Express Ltd., one of the largest inter-provincial 
haulers in Canada 

Sponsorship will mean that the event will now be known as 
the Alltrans Evergreen Tournament of Champions. 

However, no change is contemplated in the format. It will 
remain a 32-rink invitational affair with eight rinks qualifying 
through three events — two from "A" and "B" and four from 
"C” — for a straight knockout playoff. 

A special effort will be made to line up the best possible 


competition, and among the rinks expected to receive an in¬ 
vitation are the Swiss champions, who went unbeaten through 
the round-robin part of the 1974 world championships, and Bud 
Somerville's United States champions, who won world honors. 
Canadian-champ Hec Gervais of Edmonton will also be among 
those invited, and it can be expected that the field will include 
former world champions such as Ron Northcott, Orest 
Meleschuk and Lyall Dagg. 

The 1974 event will be held at the Vancouver Curling Club, 
which has been the scene of all previous Evergreen tour¬ 
naments, but a change of site is likely in future years — either to 
an arena or to a club which can accommodate more spectators.

No prize split has been announced, but it is certain that the 
winner will get at least $5,000. The eight qualifying rinks will 
share in the pot with an equal amount for the four losing 
quarter-finalists.

You’ve got to hand i» to 
coach Billy Reay and the 
Chicago Black Hawks. 
They’ve been deposed as the 
National Hockey League’s 
West Division champions, but 
they’ve managed a better 
record this season than they 
did last season. 

With two games remaining 
on their schedule, the Hawks 
have eight points more than 
they totalled in retaining 
division honors last season. 
And, due to a record 23 ties, 
they have lost fewer games 
than any team in the league. 

Their improved showing 
was accomplished despite the 
loss of defenceman Pat 
Stapleton and centre Ralph 
Backstrom to the World 
Hockey Assocation. The 
Hawks did it with dedicated 
checking backed up by the 
sterling play of goalkeeper 
Tony Esposito. They allowed 
225 goals last season, and are 
going to better that by olose to 
almost a goal a game. With 
two games remaining, they 
have permitted only 157 goals 
this season and actually hold a 
slight lead in the Vezina 
Trophy race. 

A significant feature of the 
Hawks' performance this 
season has been their play 
against the better clubs. They 
haven’t lost a series to any of 
the other seven playoff clubs, 
going 2-2-1 with Montreal 
Canadiens. Atlanta Braves 
and Philadelphia Flyers and 
whipping the other four for a 
combined 17-8-11 showing. 
Against the five other clubs 
with better than .500 records, 
the Hawks are 12-6-7 
On the basis of that, the 
Hawks have to rate strongly in 
the Stanley Cup playoff.

Perhaps the most noteworthy 
development in the Decem- 
ber-January collection period 
of the federal fisheries 
salmon-head recovery 
program was the enormous 
number of Chinooks caught off 
Powell River. 

The program, which started 
last May, is designed to 
recover tiny coded wire tags 
that were implanted in the 
heads of Chinook and coho 
released from various hat¬ 
cheries in Canada and the 
United States. Each fisher¬ 
man, commercial or sports, 
gets a $3 reward for turning in 
a salmon head containing one 
of the tags and also gets his 
(or her) name entered in a 
draw for two $100 bonus prizes 
during each collection period. 

A missing adipose fin (the 
small fleshy fin located on the 
back just ahead of the tail) on 
any chinook or coho caught 
between Sheringham Point 
and Hardwicke Island in¬ 
dicates that the fish was 
tagged. 

During the December- 
January period, a total of 146 
salmon (111 Chinooks and 35 
coho) were turned in and 123 
(94 Chinooks and 29 coho) 
were found to contain the 
coded wires. Bonus winners 
for that period were P. 


Nassichuk of Powell River 
and N. Nishio of Nanaimo. 

Distribution patterns 
remained much the same as 
the October-November 
period. Canadian hatchery 
chinook although found 
throughout Georgia Strait, 
tended to primarily occupy 
the northern portions while 
American hatchery chinook 
frequented the southern 
regions. 

A majority of marked 
chinook from both Qualicum 
and Capilano hatcheries were 
landed off Powell River. 

Most of the marked coho 
were caught in the known 
wintering area of Saanich 
Inlet. Qualicym hatchery fish 
occupy the western part of the 
Strait while Capilano fish, 
which moved south and west, 
were also landed in Saanich 
Inlet, where the four tagged 
American-reared coho were 
also taken during the period. 
Federal fisheries officials 
explained what happens to the 
head you turn in: 

“It is taken to either the 
Capilano or Qualicum hat¬ 
chery where it is remagnitized 
and passed through a tag 
detector. If the head contains 
a tag, the machine “bleeps’’; 
hatchery workers then dissect 
the tag from the head and

The coded data on the tags 
reveals such information as 
where and when the salmon 
was released, its size at 
release, what feed it received 
in the hatchery, and what 
agency released the fish.” 
Combined with the in¬ 
formation the fisherman gives 
on a label turned in with the 
head, such as where and when 
the fish was caught, fisheries 
biologists will eventually be 
able to determine the con¬ 
tribution each hatchery 
makes to specific Georgia 
Strait fisheries, the total 
contribution of each hatchery 
to the Georgia Strait fishery, 
general migration patterns of 
Georgia Strait and Puget 
Sound hatchery fish and 
relative success of various 
hatchery diets, release times 
and sizes of fish at the time of 
release. 

From this data, residency 
and survival can be optimized 
to yield more chinook and 
coho for fishermen on inside 
waters. 

Fisheries officials are happy 
with their early findings. 

“To a rewardingly large 
degree, we have ac¬ 
complished, for this year, the 
goals we had set out for 
ourselves. We now have a 
good idea of the distribution of 
first ocean-year coho and 
second ocean-year chinook 
(for the season studied) as 
well as information on the 
relative contributions of these 
groups to Strait of Georgia 
fisheries.” 

They pointed out that the 
winter distribution of salmon 
appears to be static, but ad¬ 
ded: 

“In the following months it 
will be very interesting to see 
how this pattern changes as 
the fish move out of these 
winter rearing areas and 


establish their spring and 
summer distributions. It will 
be exciting to see if 
distributions established are 
similar to those we saw last 
year at the beginning of the 
program. This will tell us 
whether our ideas on 
distributions are confirmed, 
or whether we need to take 
other factors into con¬ 
sideration,”

Busy Expo route predicted 


The fluctuating fate of 
Thetis Lake Park may soon be 
sealed once and for all, with 
the 1,000-acre park remaining 
under city ownership but 
protected by park reserve 
status. 

Victoria's parks committee 
recommended the move this 
week, after months of 
negotiations to transfer the 
property to the Capital 
Regional District failed to 
produce a result satisfactory 
to the city. 

One of the conditions under 
which Victoria was prepared 
to make the sale was that the 
CRD buy some 600 acres of 
watershed land outside the 
present boundaries, thus 
removing any threat of 
pollution. But the purchase 
has never materialized. 

Coupled with the suggested 
reserve designation, the 
committee is now urging 
council to approach the 
district for an annual grant 
towards operating costs — in 
recognition of the city’s claim 
that Thetis Lake is a truly 
regional recreational facility. 

Victoria has always borne 
this cost alone. Last year the 
figure came to $32,000. 

Reservation for park 
purposes, which means the 
land may not be sold, involves 
passing a bylaw by simple 
majority. 

To remove the reservation 


Spokane is nearly 450 miles 
from Victoria via the bor¬ 
derline route — and nearly 330 
of them are through British 
Columbia. 

So even if you're driving an 
outrageously thirsty auto. 
Expo '74 — which starts May 4 

— is just a fill-up away from 
our gas-shelter province. 

And that is why the Victoria 
travel industry the govern¬ 
ment and the B.C. Automobile 
Association are predicting 
that the Victoria-Spokane-

lortg. 

Cars, that is, driven by 
Expo visitors taking time out 
in Victoria, and by Victorians 

— who would otherwise have 
avoided the U.S. like they 
never did in the dry old 
prohibition days — enjoying a 
dose of international show-biz. 

Three city companies 
operating coach package- 
tours for Expo—Vancouver 
Island Coach Lines, Capital 


City Travel and All Fun Tours 
— all report heavy bookings. 

Coach Lines, for example, 
which starts its first tour May 
8, is booked solid until the 
June 30th trip. 

And Blaney’s Travel 
reported that last week more 
than 500 Victorians made 
telephone inquiries about 
Expo which will run May 4- 
Nov. 3. 

Compared to Montreal’s 
Expo 67, which was attended 
by some50 million, Expo ’74 is 
small fry with projected at¬ 
tendance under 5 million, 
according to B.C. Pavilion 


commissioner Jack 
McKeown. 

McKeown said the Canadian 
showing would be worth 
around $V /2 million with B.C. 
putting up some $600,000 and 
Alberta and the federal 
government the remainder. 

Just returned from a 
Spokane visit, he said the site 
of the B.C. Pavilion on Cannon 
Island — hopefully to be 
renamed Canada Island — 
was “awesome" with the 
swirling Spokane River 
“breaking on both sides.” 

The pavilion itself consists

B.C drivers will still be able 
to buy insurance from the 
Insurance Corporation of 
British Columbia if Social 
Credit comes to power again 
— but they won’t have to. 

Socred party leader Bill 
Bennett told about 125 persons 
at an Esquimalt Social Credit 
association meeting Wed¬ 
nesday that a Socred 
government would not “do 
away" with ICBC. 

But he reaffirmed his 
position that it would allow 
private companies to compete 
with the government-run 
insurance corporation. 

Bennett said ICBC was 
costing taxpayers “millions of 
dollars.” 

The costs, he said, did not 
come from higher individual 
rates, but from a “hidden 
tax." 

He explained that both 
provincial and municipal 
governments — whose bills 
are paid by taxpayers — now 
are paying higher insurance 
rates for their vehicles. 

The costs also resulted from 
the “arbitrary deadline” set 
by the government for the 
corporation to start operating. 


The government, Bennett 
said, should have “phased 
Autoplan in." 

The Socred leader said in an 
interview' after the* meeting 
that one of the results of the 
March 1 deadline was the high 
cost the public has to pay for 
building ICBC offices. 

Asked why he would not do 
away with the corporation if 
he formed a government, 
Bennett said he would keep it 
because tlie people of B.C. 
have a “financial com¬ 
mitment in ICBC."

In fact the electronic cash 
register, latest wrinkle in the 
industry, sometimes isn’t 
even called a cash register — 
it’s a “stand alone terminal” 
instead. 

And the cash drawer that 
slides out when the cashier 
rings up a sale is called a 
“media drawer”. 

Even the standard 
mechanical cash register is 
pretty complicated these 
days. 

The National (!ash Register 
Co. (NCR), formed in 1884 to 
manufacture Ritty’s in¬ 
vention, today sells more than 
1,000 models. 

The bigger ones, like those 
used by hotels, have as many 
as 140 buttons which separate 
each sale into a certain 
category — room, tax, phone, 
laundry, or valet. 

But in a few years, predicts 
local NCR accounts manager 
Gordon Flack, mo6t big chain 
stores and hotels will have 
electronic cash registers. 

These machines are all solid 
state circuitry, have a 
memory core in them like a 
small computer, and can be 


programmed for an individual 
business, said Flack. 

“They do a lot more, but 
they cost more,” he said. 

Cost estimates range 
anywhere from $3,500 to 
$7,000. An ordinary 
mechanical cash register 
costs around $1,500. 

Capital Iron and Metals Ltd. 
on Store St. have what are 
probably the city’s first 
electronic cash registers, two 
Sweda machines installed this 
week after a four-month 
tryout. 

Cashiers say they’re not 
hard to operate, because if 
they forget to press a button in 
ringing up a sale, the register 
makes a loud buzzing noise. 
And as each button is pressed, 
a small sign lights up on the 
machine telling the cashier 
which step to take next. 

NCR expects to install its 
first electronic cash registers 
in Victoria by May or June. Its 
servicemen, and those of 
other companies, are being 
retrained to work on the new 
machines. 

But even in the fanciest 
machine Ritty’s original 
purpose — visual display of a 
sale — is retained, said Vic¬ 
toria Cash Register Co. 
Salesman Gene Suess. 

"It puts the light of publicity 
on a sale," he said. The 
customer can watch the 
cashier ringing up the sale 
and check from the figures at 
the top of the machine that no 
error has been made.

B.C. wants mineral right 


B.C. prospectors will be 
able to get financial 
assistance from the provincial 
government, but they’ll have 
to give something in return. 

Legislation providing for 
annual grants the prospectors 
of up to $4,000 was introduced 


in the B.C. legislature Wed¬ 
nesday.

One thousand citizens from 
Stewart, B.C., have signed a 
petition asking the govern¬ 
ment to hold a royal com¬ 
mission of inquiry into the 
mining industry in the 
province. 

The petition was tabled in 
the house this week by Liberal 


Gordon Gibson (North Van- 
couver-Capilano). 

It was initiated by J. C. 
Lundquist, an employee of 
Granduc Mines in Stewart, 
who said people in the com¬ 
munity do not understand the 
government's new mining 
royalty legislation but are 


frightened by what the mining 
companies tell them. 

Mining officials have said 
Bill 31, initiating new and 
higher royalties, will cut down 
on employment. 


Lundquist said he had hoped 
to present the petition directly 
to Premier Barrett but had 
been refused an interview 
because the premier was too 
busy with his upcoming trip to 
Japan. 


The bill would also give the 
government the authority to 
establish prospectors’ 
training centres throughout 
the province. 

The minister said many 
prospectors had told him they 
were “getting a raw deal” 
from mining speculators and 
he was confident they would 
welcome the government’s 
move.

Sunny days are here again. 


WINDSOR. Ont. - Eight 
persons were killed and 20 
injured when a tornado, one of 
several that ripped through 
the mid-western United States 
and southwestern Ontario, 
tore the roof from a curling 
club. More than 300 died in the 
US. 

The twister, which struck 
Windsor shortly after 8 p.m. 
Wednesday, blew a wooden 
peaked roof from the Windsor 
Curling Club and the rear wall 
collapsed. There were 48 
people curling inside. 

"There was no warning 
whatsoever," said Mrs. Leo 
Bellanger, one of the curlers. 
“I ran in the men’s room. I 
don’t know how I got out of 
there, but I ran outside. I ran 
around the building six or 
seven times trying to find my 
husband because I knew the 
wall had fallen on him at the 
other end. All the skips were 
at that end where it blew in.” 

The curlers were taking 
part in a Chrysler mixed 
bonspiel. Mr. Bellanger was 
taken to Metropolitan 
Hospital where several of the 
injured curlers were in 
critical condition. 


One of the dead was Derek 
Barlow, 51, the city’s building 
commissioner. 

"It was a pretty solid 
concrete building," Windsor 
Police Chief Gordon Preston 
said. "Whether the strength of 
the roof, being taken away 
from the walls, was going to 
have any effect on the collapse 
of the building I don't know. 
We have the building in¬ 
spectors out there. They will 
determine the safety of the 
structure.” 

The tornado and ac¬ 
companying high winds 
caused widespread flooding in 
Windsor and blew down traffic 
signals, hydro lines and 
garage roofs. 

The storm lasted 45 
minutes. 

Tornadoes also roared 
through Kentucky, Indiana, 
Ohio, Alabama. Tennessee, 
Georgia. North Carolina, 
Michigan, Illinois, and 
Oklahoma. 

Kentucky was hardest hit 
with 73 reported dead. A 
twister that struck Louisville 
left at least five dead and 


threatened the city’s water 
supply. 

Half of Xenia, Ohio, a 
community of 25,000. was 
wiped out and authorities 


there estimated the death toll 
at 35. Rubble was five feet 
deep in some parts of the city. 

The National Guard was 
called out in many areas. 


Heavy rains and hail ac¬ 
companied the tornadoes and 
in Springfield, Ill., an earth¬ 
quake struck. There were no 
casualties, however.

Convict-author 
raps jail plan 


An ex-William Head 

I ,prisoner and author has called 
WM federal government’s 
'decision to turn the jail into a 
' medium security institution a 
I throwback to the "lock-’em- 
| up-and-throw-away-the-keys” 
days of the prison system. 

Glen Kristjan, 48, who 
served more than 10 years for 
a variety of offences and then 
wrote two books about prison 
life, charges the government 
with “sneaking" in the 
retrogressive change without 
full community discussion. 

He predicts that William 
Head, which has a 13-year 
tradition of progressive 
rehabilitation, will become 
just another “fortress”-like 
institution when it acquires 
medium security status later 
this spring or early summer. 
According to William

Overcrowding of medium 
security prisons elsewhere is 
the official reason for 
"upgrading” of the former 
quarantine station and 13- 
year-old minimum security 
jail. 

But Kristjan, former editor 
now social worker, says the 
federal penitentiary system 
does not need any more 
medium security institutions. 

It has been proven time and 
time again that 80 per cent of 
Canada’s inmates "should not 
be in penitentiaries,” he says. 

The change in security 
rating, he adds, will un¬ 
doubtedly make life easier for 
prison staff. But it will be 
harmful to existing inmates 
who have worked hard to 
achieve minimum security 
listing only to find themselves 
classified with more escape- 
prone and “socially- 
disoriented” prisoners. 

Kristjan himself did time in 
Kingston Penitentiary and 
B.C. Penitentiary ("one of the 
foulest in Canada") after 
being convicted on charges of 
robbery, forgery and escape. 

He found his two-and-a-half 
years at William Head a 
change from life in "walled-in 
concrete and steel, no rights, 
no privileges, no programs” 
to one of being able to "read 
and dream and think about the 
future” in an untroubled at¬ 
mosphere. 

He says the William Head 
"recidivism rate" (or prison 
return rate) is about half the 
national average. Kristjan 


Hfill be filed away with reports 
of 292 other incidents that 
already occurred this year. 

Last year the centra, a pale 
green room about 40 feet long 
by 20 feet wide on the second 
floor of building 74 at HMC 
Dockyard, dealt with 2,031 
incidents. 

It was busier than either of 
the other co-ordination cen¬ 
tres at Edmonton, Trenton 
and Halifax.

Recently appointed 
education co-ordinator for the 
John Howard Society, 
Kristjan said it was ironic that 
while the provincial govern¬ 
ment was espousing 
progressive prison policies, 
the federal government was 
"pedalling backwards." 

John Howard Society 
president Ben Van Dyk 
agrees that existing inmates 
will be "worse off" in the 
upgraded institution but says 
it is too late for his society to 
do much about the 
changeover. 

He would rather the 
government had expanded 
existing medium security 
institutions instead of con¬ 
verting William Head. 

He noted there was a "loud 
minority” of local ratepayers 
making a "mountain out of a 
molehill” about the presence 
of William Head in the area. 
"The institution was out there 
before many of the residents 
were out there.”

'Ready 'rescue' 

Coast Guard seaman Dennis Dyson finished a two-week 
cruise aboard the Canadian Coast Guard cutter Ready by being 
"rescued” by his own ship. 

Dyson, 23, went overboard the Victoria-based cutter in a 
simulated rescue for an Express photographer. 

He was pulled out of the Pacific and into a rubber dinghy by 
seaman Ray Barnes, 32. 

The dinghy, which self inflates from a yard-long barrel 
when a cord is pulled, cost $400 to repack, Ready skipper 
Captain Monty Montgomery said. 

Afikei by his shipmates what the water was like, Dyson 
shouted: "It’s cold!" — but it would have seemed even colder if 
he hadn’t worn a wet suit. 

Most of the Ready’s rescues — but not this one — are 
initiated by the Victoria Rescue Co-ordination Centre.

Victoria for the first time 
has a full-time Orthodox 
church. 

“It’s really a family 
chapel,’’ said Gleb Jensen, 
who describes himself as 
warden of the tiny church 
established in his garage. 

We thus have a place where 
we can invite Orthodox people 
to worship. We are loaning our 
chapel for the use of the Holy 
Epiphany Orthodox Society of 
Victoria for servies.’’ 

The church is on the 
property of Jensen’s home 
which has been known for 
years as Mystic Springs 
Cottage. 

The people who attend are 
all Eastern Orthodox, he said, 
and are members of the Or¬ 
thodox Church in America 
with headquarters in New 
York. 

The church includes 
Russians, Ukrainians, 
Albanians, Rumanians, 
Serbians and Greeks, all of 
whom are represented in 
Victoria except Albanians. 

Services are conducted 
every second week by Father 
John Karateeu of the Holy 
Resurrection Russian Or¬ 
thodox Church in Vancouver. 
The 89-year-old Priest is 
retired but still very active, 
Jensen said. 

He is assisted in his services 
by Jensen, who has been 
studying by correspondence to 
become a deacon and will be 
ordained on Palm Sunday in 
Vancouver. 

The services are conducted 
in English, because most of 


the congregation was born 
andbroughtup in Canada, with 
some Church Slavonic which 
most Slavonic people un¬ 
derstand, Jensen said. 

“We also try to incorporate 
small parts in Rumanian and 
Greek. We have a small choir 
which sings in Church 
Slavonic.” 

The garage was con¬ 
secrated as a church July 29. 
1973. 

“We wanted to build a 
chapel for personal religious 
reasons,” Jensen said. “We 
wanted to get some 
missionary activity going. 
Our aim was to make as many 
converts as possible to 
Christianity.” 

There has never been an 
Orthodox church in Victoria, 
he said. About 20 families 
attend services in the chapel 
and this is not enough to 
organize a parish but he hopes 
the religious centre will grow. 

Orthodox services have 
been held in the Ukrainian 
hall on Oak Bay Avenue which 
was damaged in explosion last 
year and has since been torn 
down. Some Orthodox 
members hold services in the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church on 
Cook Street, Jensen said, and 
some hold services in Christ 
Church Cathedral from time 
to time. They have also been 
held in homes. 

Jensen, 26, is a convert to 
Orthodoxy. He was born in 
Barrie, Ont., while his father 
was stationed at nearby Camp 
Borden and grew up in various 
armed forces centres in 


Canada and in Soest, Ger¬ 
many. 

An Anglican, he went to a 
seminary in England after 
high school graduation, then 
spent a year at the Society of 
St. John the Evangelist, a 
contemplative order of 
Anglicans in Bracebridge, 
Ont. He also spent a year in a 
Benedictine house in England. 

He trained as a nursing 
orderly while living in Ed¬ 
monton, then came to Victoria 
where he has worked at Royal 
Jubilee Hospital and now is 
employed at Eric Martin. 
Institute.

Distract Court 
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Mincome flaw patched 


A loophole in the govern¬ 
ments guaranteed minimum 
income plan was closed this 
week when Human Resources 
Minister Norman Levi an¬ 
nounced in the legislature that 
applicants must have been 
Canadian residents for at 
least five years. 

Levi said the move was 
necessary to prevent im¬ 
mediate payment of Mincome 
benefits to aged persons 
brought to B.C. from their 
homeland by relatives. 

The minister said a stop on 
such applications was ordered 
Dec. 19 last year. He added 
that 208 persons already 
registered before that date 
would continue to get Min¬ 
come benefits. 


Under Mincome, persons 
over 60 are guaranteed a 
monthly income of $213.85. 
About 120,000 persons are 
enrolled in the 18-month-old 
scheme. 


Another 800 persons had 
applied, he said, but their 
applications hadn’t been 
processed. Those turned 
down, the minister said, would 
be eligible for regular welfare 
support. 

BRACE APPEAL 

The Solarium Junior League of Queen Alexandra Children's 
Hospital has launched an appeal to buy new brace-making 
equipment. 

The objective of the appeal is to buy a vacuum forming 
machine which can make immediate impressions of the plastic 
material used in braces and to buy an oven to heat the form and 
make it pliable. 

The new equipment would allow Vancouver Island residents 
who need braces and now have to make four or five trips to 
Vancouver for fittings, to make just a one-day trip to the Queen 
Alexandra.

City hall's procedure 
snarled by tradition

Even under the influence of a reformist mayor, the city of 
[1 Victoria has been mighty slow to change some of its methods 
L and procedures. Certain things continue to be done in a certain 
J way, simply because that’s the tradition and no one has seen fit 
{ to question it. 

But now, better late than never, there are definite signs that 
some people in and around City Hall are starting to question the 
rationale for some of these time-honored customs. 

Questioning alone will not assure a change in the system, 
i but at least some improvements are bound to result from this 
■ exercise in self-examination. And nowhere is there more room 
| (or improvement than in the cumbersome machinery for 
(dealing with rezoning matters and applications for lari-use 
contracts. 

Already, city council is considering proposals for directing 
the latter along a fairly straightforward route, rather than the 
labyrinthine deviations they now follow with such painful lack of 
progress. 

I As part of this speeded-up process, and to provide public 
participation at a much earlier stage in the proceedings, 
developers may be required within a few weeks of their first 
formal approach to City Hall to outline their development 
concept in broad terms at a so-called “informational hearing." 

‘ Thus citizens will learn without too much delay what a 
particular project involves in terms of height, density and 
general impact on the urban environment. Equally, council and 
the developer will gain a useful early impression of public 
response to the proposal, long before it has been funnelled down 
the pipeline of bylaw preparation, detailed consideration by the 
Advisory Planning Commission, Advisory Design Panel and so 
<>n. 

I In the past, it has taken anything up to nine months for the 
steps in this stately bureaucratic minuet to culminate in the 
public hearing itself. And then, despite the favorable recom¬ 
mendations of the professionals on its staff and its advisory 
poards, city council has often yielded to public opposition and 
^ejected the application. 

* Hardly surprising, the developer in such cases feels he has 
been led down the garden path, beguiled by early indications of 
support only to have the door slammed in his face after council 
has listened to some emotional arguments from concerned 
citizens. 

: Under the revised system he would still face that risk of 

failure, but at least the “informational hearing” in the first 
month or so would give him a more reasonable basis on which to 
gamble. If the early discouraging signs are there to be read, the 
developer has only himself to blame for pursuing a hopeless 
cause. 

Most Victoria public hearings on substantial development 
proposals tend to be one-sided affairs, with the scheme coming 
under steady fire from community groups and individuals yet 
defended only by the developer and his architect. 

Even if the plans have been endorsed in earlier con¬ 
sideration by council or its advisory groups, that fact is seldom 


mentioned, let alone the reasons why the development concept 
was supported. The aldermen who sat in on those earlier 
meetings, as members of the Advisory Planning Commission, 
remain strangely silent — almost as if. they are ashamed to 
admit their treachery to that angry assembly. 

Last week, however, one of council’s own advisory boards 
became exasperated enough to deplore this imbalance. 

In his report on the first year’s successful operation of the 
Advisory Design Panel, chairman David Hambleton said: 

“After having representatives attend several public 
hearings, the panel respectfully records its concern that several 
applications, having received approval of the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission, the Advisory Design Panel and, initially, city 
council, have been finally rejected by council after the public 
hearing. 

“The applications, particularly the land-use contracts, have 
absorbed a great deal of time and effort both by the applicant 
and council’s advisory bodies. In one instance the design panel’s 
deliberations with the applicant involved four meetings and 
substantial design amendments over a period of four months to 
arrive at a final proposal of excellent design calibre, which 
would have been an asset to the city.” 

To counteract the “essentially negative presentations" 
prevailing at public hearings, Hambleton suggested that the 
positive reports of the APC and the ADP be read into the record 
of the public hearing. 

“As well as providing a more comprehensive view of the 
proposal, this presentation may prove to be a useful review for 
council of the technical analysis by the city’s professional staff 
and its advisory groups,” he said. 

At the council meeting which received the report, zoning 
committee chairman Aid. Mike Young hinted that action would 
be forthcoming on this and other recommendations of the design 
panel. 

While council is in the mood to change, here’s another 
reform it might consider: End immediately the idiotic practice 
of forming a snap judgment on the merits or otherwise of a 
development proposal. 

With council’s hearings directly preceding the bi-monthly 
regular council meeting, such decisions are often reached 
within an hour of the pro and con arguments being aired. Even 
when the public hearing is held the night before, as it has been in 
some recent cases, that leaves only a matter of hours in which to 
absorb a number of complex factors, to equate the desirable 
with the undesirable. 

In most of B.C.’s larger municipalities, the custom is to wait 
at least until the next regular meeting following the public 
hearing before reaching any decision on the particular rezoning 
or land-use contract application. 

Apparently such councils are appalled to learn that Victoria 
and some of her municipal neighbors assume the Solomon-like 
right of instant pronouncement. 

After everyone concerned has waited so long for the out¬ 
come of an application, why not wait another two weeks if that 
will make the difference between a good and a bad decision? 


jail term or a two-year federal 
prison term.

John Richard Horne, 27, 
was jailed six months after 
pleading guilty to a charge of 
being unlawfully at large from 
William Head. Horne was 
serving two years for break- 
ins and thefts when he went 
out on a day pass Feb. 7 to 
visit relatives in Victoria. He 
wasn’t found until RCMP 
stopped him this week on the 
Malahat for a driving offence. 

Jamie Pritchard, 20, of 3570 
Calumet, was fined $250 and 
put on probation for one year. 
He admitted breaking into the 
Shah Jahan Restaurant, 1010 
Fort, on the night of Dec 12-13 
and taking a safe containing 
$700 which was still unopened 
when police on routine patrol 
stopped him at Clover Point. 

Wayne Murray Scotney, 22, 
of 516 Paradise, was fined $250 
by Ostler for possession of a 
small amount of marijuana 
Jan. 11, his second such 
conviction within 10 months. 
Told by defence lawyer 
George Jones that Scotney 
was an excellent football and 
rugby player, Ostler said: 
“One wonders why a top- 
drawer athlete would abuse 
his body by using such junk.”

B.C. has always taken a 
hard line on drug addicts, 
Human Resources Minister 
Norm Levi told the legislature 
this week, and now the 
government intends to try a 
variety of drug control 
methods. 

Replying to suggestions 
from the opposition that B.C. 
may be headed for a soft-line 
approach to drugs, Levi said 
B.C. hopes to show leadership 
in drug treatment and will try 
a wide range of programs. 

He agreed that two-thirds of 
Canada’s heroin problem is in 
B.C. but said that percentage 
goes back 70 years and the 
province has had little success 


trying to fight it with a hard¬ 
line approach. 

He denied claims by the 
opposition that the Japanese 
approach of compulsory 
treatment has been entirely 
successful and quoted a report 
of the International Narcotics 
Control Commission which 
stated that during 1972-73 the 
number of addicts increased 
by 1 , 000 .

CUPE fil 
to represent 
CKLG staff 


The broadcasting division of 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees has applied to the 
Canada labor Relations Board 
for the right to represent some 
46 employees of CKLG radio 
station in Vancouver. 

CUPE is also organizing at 
six other radio stations in the 
lower mainland and expects to 
make other applications to the 
board within the month. 

Richard Hughes, CUPE 
broadcast division manager, 
said CUPE membership cards 
have been signed by a 
majority of CKLG full and 
part-time employees and he 
hopes certification will be 
granted within a month. 


The application, he said, is 
proof that it is possible for 
radio employees to organize to 
improve their wages, hours 
and working conditions 
through collective bargaining 
without suffering reprisal 

CKLG management, said 
Hughes, had taken an 
enlightened stance towards its 
employees during the 
organizing campaign. 


However, another mainland 
station has fired three em¬ 
ployees during a similar 


campaign, and 10 charges 
have been laid against it 
alleging unfair labor prac¬ 
tices. 

Employees in radio 
stations, said Hughes, have 
seen their wages fall behind in 
recent years and are no longer 
prepared to tolerate the illegal 
techniques used to take away 
their bargaining rights. 

CUPE broadcasting 
division represents 4.000 CBC 
announcers, professional and 
production employees across 
Canada.

Mixerology and femininity 
do mix. 

At least they do in Victoria if 
not in Vancouver. 

On the Mainland, 25-year- 
old Kerrin Ross sounded the 
clarion call of women's rights 
this week when she found her 
degree in mixerology — that’s 
the technical term for a 
qualified bartender — didn’t 
automatically qualify her for 
a job behind the bar. 

Instead, she had to settle for 
being a waitress in a cocktail 
lounge. 

Women, she says she was 
told, couldn’t handle the job of 
tending a bar. Not only were 
they unreliable, but they 
wouldn’t be able to handle 
customers who became either 
comatose or rambunctious 
while under the influence of 
the grape. 

To which, Kerrin replied — 
•‘Sour grapes!" 

However, Edna Chambers, 


one of three women bar¬ 
tenders who work in the 
Smugglers' Cove lounge at the 
Westwind Motor Inn at 
Langford, suggests that 
Kerrin’s main problem is 
simply lack of experience 

"A piece of paper doesn’t 
make you a bartender,” she 
said. ‘‘You’ve got to work at 
it.” 

Edna has been tending bar 
in Victoria for about five 
years. Before moving to the 
Langford job last September 
she was at the Strathcona. 

Westwind general manager 
Ed Lubicks said he has had no 
problems at all in the small 45- 
seat lounge by employing only 
girls to run the room.

"Motorists’ eyes are trained 
to recognize cars and trucks in 
the traffic pattern but, 
ITecause a motorcycle is 
small, motorists actually fail 
to notice them in traffic.”

labor federation brief 

Immediate rent freeze 


The provincial government 
should enact the Rent 
Stabilization Act im¬ 
mediately, B.C. Federation of 
Labor secretary-treasurer 
Len Guy told the provincial 
cabinet this week. 

Guy, Syd Thompson of 
Vancouver and District Labor 
Council, Bruce Yorke of B.C. 
Tenants Organization, NDPer 
Brian Campbell, and Frank 
Izzard of Surrey Tenants 
Council presented cabinet 
members with a six-page brief 
dealing with B.C.’s housing 
crisis. 

The brief dealt with three 
main topics — the rent freeze 
legislation, a new landlord 
and tenant act, and govern¬ 
ment housing legislation and 
activity. 

"We gave the government 
our full support for the rent 
freeze legislation, which 
limits rent increases after 
Jan. 1974 to eight per cent, and 
the establishment of a 
department of housing,” said 
Guy. 

“At the same time we urged 
the government to extend the 
Rent Stabilization Act by 
making the 8 per cent 
limitation effective for a full 
calendar year by requiring 
landlords to publicly post the 
December 1973 rent, and by 
providing protection for 
tenants to ensure the 
provisions of the act are not 
violated. 

"Most important of all we 
urged the government to see 
that the legislation is made 
law immediately. 

"We also reminded the 
government of its election 
promise to allow collective 
bargaining between tenants 
and landlords and urged that 
the new landlord and tenant 
act include such a provision." 

Guy said private industry is 
not interested in the housing 
field unless it can make super 
profits. 

"It is to the advantage of the 
developers to keep the housing 
supply short so that rent will 
be high.” he said. 

With this in mind the group 
urged the government to 
appoint an investigatory body 


to dig out the facts behind the 
remortgaging of apartment 
buildings and houses which 
forces up rents. 

They also want the 
government to encourage 
municipalities to build and 


lease public housing facilities, \ 
and to convene a provincial < 
housing conference with I 
representation from trade * 
unions, tenants, pensioners j 
and other people’s 
organizations.

Residents applaud 
upgrading 


DUNCAN-The Neigh 
borhood Improvement 
Program has generated an 
atmosphere of goodwill and 
co-operation between city 
council and people involved. 

This became evident when 
officials from the city and the 
two senior governments met 
residents from the area slated 
for upgrading. The area is 
bounded by Canada Avenue, 
Government Street, Evans 
Street and White Road in¬ 
cluding the recently proposed 
Centennial Park. 

Under the NIP program, the 
city will receive $250,000 from 
the senior governments. 
Mayor Ken Paskin em 
phasized that ratepayers will 
not be told by the city what 
should be done, but that city 
council will listen as to their 
wishes. He said more 
meetings will be held to 
discuss upgrading proposals 

Planned so far are the park, 
applauded by the audience 


Thursday night, and a multi¬ 
storey condominium-type 
building for senior citizens, to 
be erected by the Baptist 
Church Foundation of B.C., 
also endorsed by residents of 
the area. 

Aided by colored slides, 
regional planner Ken Stinson 
and Mike Kondra of Duncan 
Kondra Engineering Ltd. 
showed some of the planning 
and engineering problems 
that exist now. 

Also attending the meeting 
were S. A. Bourne from the 
provincial housing depart¬ 
ment and C. H Dowling, 
manager of Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
Bourne reiterated that 
mayor’s remarks that the 
success of the NIP and the 
rehabilitation scheme will 
depend on the participation of 
residents. 

Under this program, 
Dowling explained, federal 
funds will be available to 
assist in the improvement and 


repair of substandard 
dwellings. Eligible for this 
will be how owners earning 
$ 11,000 or less per year, 
(landlords who agree to rent 
controls and non-profit cor¬ 
porations and co-operatives. 

Cowichan Valley Regional 
Board recently approved the 
1974 regional district budget 
totalling $917,539 compared 
with $572,635 in 1973. 

Some of the expenditure 
items include $186,000, 
general government; $347,000, 
recreation facilities; $76,500, 
planning and zoning; $55,750, 
ambulance service, and 
$46,510, sewage collection and 
disposal. 

Some of the revenues will 
include; $141,600, recreation 
and community services; 
$450,114, grants from 
provincial and local govern¬ 
ments; $64,400, ad¬ 
ministrative charges; $26,000, 
licenses and permits; and 
$ 73 , 035 , 1973 surplus. 


Highway competitor 
for grocery business 


Frank and Connie Collins 
have spent 14 years building a 
small North Saanich grocery 
business and their greatest 
competitor has been the 
provincial highways depart 
ment. 

The store is about 100 feet 
east of Pat Bay Highway on 
Amity Drive. When the high¬ 
way was under construction 
“it cost us hundreds of 
dollars" when work was being 
done at Amity, said Connie 
Collins.

An inquiry will be held intq 
the death Monday of a 33-year- 
old Victoria man who suffered 
head injuries in a motorcycle, 
accident last week on Trans 
Canada Highway. 

Alex Maxwell, of 298 Meade, 
died at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. 

Police said he was south¬ 
bound near the Goldstream 
intersection when he lost 
control of his bike and skidded 
off the highway. 


So again, the Dean Park 
residents will find a more 
convenient grocery. They’ll 
likely find a more convenient 
service station too. 

Chuck and Marie Thomas 
have been operating a small 
station next to Collins Market 
for seven years. Business took 
a turn for the worse three 
years ago when the highways 
department cut off their 
driveway from Pat Bay High¬ 
way. 

“We just grin and bear it," 
said Chuck Thomas. 

The Thomas’ situation is 
somewhat different than that 
of the Collins. The department 
of highways owns the property 
and the Thomas couple leases 
it. 

"They could give us three 
months’ notice and we’d find 
something else,’’ said 
Thomas. "We have always 
been prepared to go." 

Like their neighbors, the 
Thomases live in a small suite 
at the rear of the property so 
finding a new job means 
finding a new home. 

In a letter to North Saanish 
council this week, the high¬ 
ways department asked the 
municipality to endorse the 
proposed restrictions at 
Amity. The letter said the 
proposal is supported by 
Saanich and the islands MLA 
Hugh Curtis. 

Dean Park Property 
Owners’ Association 
suggested the same restric¬ 
tions to council last month. 
The assocation also asked 
council to discuss, with the 
department of highways, 
lowering the speed limit on 
Pat Bay Highway to 50 miles 
an hour. 

Those supporting the 
restrictions told council there 


would likely be fewer ac¬ 
cidents if they were enforced. 

So the Collins and Thomases 
got together and wrote council 
a letter pointing out there 
have been more accidents at 
the two intersections north 
and south of Amity — Mc- 
Tavish and Mount Newton — 
and both are controlled by 
traffic lights There is no light 
at Amity. 

During council debate, 
some aldermen agreed the 
restrictions would reduce 
accidents at Amity but in¬ 
creased use of McTavish and 
Mount Newton intersections 
would cause other car 
crashes. 

Aid. George Cumpston said 
traffic would probably in¬ 
crease on smaller roads off 
the highway and suggested 
council write to the depart¬ 
ment of highways refusing to 
endorse the proposal until the 
department agrees to provide 
alternate routes or improve 
existing roads which could be 
used as alternate routes. 

Aid. George Aylard told 
council the Thomases and 
Collins should approach the 
highways department and 
seek damages for any 
business losses incurred by 
the restrictions. 

But Wayne Harding, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to 
Highways Minister Graham 
Lea, said the government is 
not "normally" responsible 
for payment of such losses. 

"Many merchants and 
businesses suffer because of 
changes in roads and the 
crown is never responsible," 
said Harding, adding he is not 
familiar with this particular 
situation. 

"When we put in a road we 
don’t guarantee it’ll be there 
forever,” he said.

65,000 workmen 
could walk out 


There are 30,000 militant 
woodworkers and 35,000 
frustrated construction 
workers in the province who 
might be bringing work to a 
standstill before too long 
unless progress is made in 
their respective negotiations.

Library cost cut 
draws criticism 


The Federal Power Com¬ 
mission has final say on 
whether to approve Seattle 
City Light and Power’s ap¬ 
plication to raise Ross Dam.

"I expect we’ll have to find 
a mechanism for Dome to 
continue supplying gas 
directly to Westcoast, for the 
present at least," said 
Rhodes.

assured by Mayor Ed Lum 
permission to shoot would be 
given by police to qualified 
hunters, provided carcasses 
go to a recognized charity. 

“Peopleshould know what a 
menace they are,’ farmer’s 
spokesman Brian Hoole told 
the committee. The difficulty 
lias been to get authority “to 
have the things shot,’’ he said. 

He suggested police should 


be instructed to kill deer when 
they are found damaging 
crops 

If there were 500 now there 
would soon be 5,000 deer, and 
putting off a decision for six 
weeks would be not good 
because females are about to 
have their young, Hoole said. 

“If you leave it longer each 
two will make four and the 
fawns eat more than the 
adults,” he said. 


Adoption freeze ends 


Adoption of Indian children 
by white people will resume in 
B.C. on June 1 after an eight 
month moratorium. 

The moratorium was 
declared in October when 
Victoria Judge M. L. T. Drake 
ruled that two Indian children 
could not be adopted by a non- 
Indian family because the 
Adoption Act wouldn’t apply 
and they would lose their 
rights as Indians. 

The human resources 
department appealed the 
decision and the B.C. Appeal 
Court overturned the earlier 
ruling March 1. 

Human Resources Minister 


Norm Levi said the depart¬ 
ment is waiting until June to 
lift the moratorium in case 
any appeal is made to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Levi also announced he is 
lifting the moratorium on all 
infant adoptions as of July 1. 

That moratorium was set 
last July when 1,200 ap¬ 
plications for adoption were 
on file with the department 
and a decreasing number of 
babies was avai'able. 

Starting in July, people will 
again be able to add their 
names to the list of 
prospective parents but Levi 
said applicants still face a two 
to three year wait. 


The department has been 
attempting to encourage 
adoption of older and han¬ 
dicapped children. 


Lum said he had talked to 
the police and to conservation 
officers and found deer were 
regarded as a major problem 
in B.C. At a rough estimate 
there are 2,000 deer in Saanich 
he said, and the logical time to 
shoot them is now. 

But the police are fully 
occupied and can’t afford the 
time required to stalk deer as 
they are reported by in¬ 
dividual farmers, he in¬ 
dicated. 

Dairy farmer Barry Youell 
said he has counted up to 20 
deer at a time in his fields and 
just before the meeting 
Tuesday night there were nine 
on his land. They go up to the 
farm buildings for protection 


from dogs which rove in packs 
and also disturb the stock, he 
said. 

When the dogs tire of 
chasing the deer they go after 
the cows and can induce 
abortions in pregnant 
livestock, Youell said. 


Grain farmer Ed Raper, 
who leases land in Saanich 
besides cultivating acreage in 
Central Saanich, said deer can 
damage 25 per cent of a 
standing crop through 
trampling and lying on the 
grain.
